S.R.O, 1793. — In exercise of the powers conferred upon me by clause 0 of the 
Cotton Control Order, 1950, I hereby exclude, subject to the restrictions and condi- 
tions specified In paragraph 2 below, the following classes or descriptions of 
contracts relating to Indian cotton produced during the cotton season 1951-52 in 
the area specified in the schedule attached hereto from the operation of clause 4 
of the said order, namely: — 

(i) Ready Contracts; 

(li) Delivery Contracts; that is to say Forward Contracts for cotton (full- 
pressed, half-pressed or loose) of specific description and for specific 
delivery at specified price, delivery orders, railway receipts or bills of 
lading in respect of which are not transferable to third parties. 

2. (1) Nothing In this permission shall apply in relation to 

(a) any contract for the sale or purchase of any cotton wherein the price 

stipulated is less than the minimum price or more than the maximum 
price according to the notification of the Textile Commissioner 
No. S.R.O. 1618, dated 20th October, 1951 as applicable to the subject- 
matter of the contract having regard to the place of delivery. 

(b) any contract of sale by a manufacturer except under and in accordance 

with the terms of a special permission granted by the Textile Commis- 
sioner or the Director (Cotton). 

(c) a contract of sale with an overseas buyer for the purposes of export. 

(2) Every contract in which the final price is not named shall be construed as 
if the following clause were inserted therein: 

"The price payable shall be within the range of the minimum and the 
maximum prices fixed under the notification of the Textile Commis- 
sioner No. S.R.O. 1618, dated the 20th October, 1951.”

9LR.O. 1794. — to exercise of the pewers conferred on me by sub-cleuse (1) Of 
nlause 3 of the Cotton Control Order, 1950 I hereby direct that the following 
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amendments shall be made in the notification of the Textile Commissioner, 
Ko. S.R.O. 1618, dated the 20th October, 1051, namely:— 

In the said notification:- — 

, 1. In sub-parai raph (6) of paragraph 3 after the words “of the schedule” the 
following words s lall be added, namely: — 

“but it shall be open to any person or persons who are required to fix the 
exact value of any such cotton to fix a value which is less than the 
price specified for the lowest staple and class of cotton of that 
description”. 

,2. After paragraph 3 the following paragraph shall be inserted, namely: — 

“3A. For the purposes of this notification cotton grown in any area specified 
in columns 1 ar.d 2 of Schedule "B” shall be deemed to be cotton of 
the description specified in the corresponding entry in Column 3 of 
that schedule and of the staple and class specified in the correspond- 
ing entry in columns 4 and 5 respectively, of that schedule; and the 
maximum price of such cotton in accordance with paragraph 2 shall 
accordingly be the amount specified In the corresponding entry in 
column 6 of that schedule. 

Provided that the provisions of this paragraph shall not apply where 
any person has obtained a certificate from the East India Cotton 
Association Ltd., Bombay to the effect that any such cotton is of a 
different description staple or class; and where any such certificate 
has been so obtained the maximum price of such cotton shall be fixed 
in accordance with the description, staple and class mentioned in the 
certificate; 

Provided further that where in relation to any cotton the buyer or the 
seller does not accept the certificate of the said Association the 
decision of any three members of the Committee specified in Schedule 
C nominated by the Textile Commissioner, relating to the description, 
staple or class of cotton shall be final and the maximum price of such 
cotton shall be fixed accordingly.' 

Explanation . — In this paragraph "description" mean,; the description of 
cotton specified in column 1 of Schedule “A”.” 

3, The existing Schedule, shall be relettered as Schedule “A” and after the 
Schedule as so relettered the following Schedule shall be added, namely: —
